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HEARING ON NORTH MAIN STREET 


Large Contingent from Andover Supports Bill for Widening 
North Main Street —Selectman Hardy Tells Why Original 
Bill Was Withdrawn — Williams in Opposition 


The bill for the reconstruction and widen- 
ing of North Main street, from Andover 
square to St bridge, was strongly 
favored, at a hearing Thursday morning 
before the legislative committee on highways 
and motor vehicles, by the town of Andover, 
the Lawrence Automobile club, the Law- 
rence Automobile Dealers association, the 
Massachusetts Automobile Dealers’ asso- 
ciation, the Massachusetts Safety Council, 
Greater Lawrence legislators and members of 
the Lawrence city council. A ; 

Opposition was registered by Commis- 
sioner William F, Williams of the state com- 
mission of public works and the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway company. 

Andover's approval of the project was 
contingent upon the assessment of not more 
than twenty per cent of the cost upon the

O'Brien, representing the Lawrence Auto- 
mobile club, Representative Jordan of 
Lawrence, Selectman Frank H. Hardy of 
Andover, Representative Arthur Ganley, 
Representative James Warren of Lawrence, 
Representative Carl Woekel, Representative 
Harry Rockwell, ex-Mayor Daniel W. 
Mahoney of Lawrence in behalf of Mayor 
Michael Landers, Alderman Joba W. Mc- 
Carthy of Lawrence, C. W. Dillon represent- 
ing the Lawrence Automobile Dealers’ asso- 
ciation, Day Baker representing the Massa- 
chusetts Automobile Dealers’ association and 
the Massachusetts Safety Council. 

In representing the interests of the Town 
of Andover Selectman Hardy said that he 
wished to favor the bill under certain condi- 
tions and with certain reservations. He 
called attention to the number of persons 
present, demonstrating the importance of 
the measure and that showing that there is a 
popular demand for the reconstruction of the 
street. He spoke in part as follows: 

“Andover realizes the importance of this 
work and feels that it should go forward with 
as little delay as possible. However, we wish 
to call your attention to the fact that this 
improvement is not so important to An- 
dover as it is to points beyond. Main street 
in Andover isa hsscunktere between Boston 
and the White mountains and the through 
traffic is at times very great. 

“There is no question in my mind that 
9 per cent of this traffic is out-of-town 
traflic, and I believe this estimate to be con-

Her 
currency is on a better basis than that of 
any of her former allies, she has revised her 
method of taxation, freed her women from 
the veil and adopted new legal codes, im- 
proved methods of transportation, separated 
Church and State, and established govern- 
ment schools, and adopted a new calendar 
dating from the birth of Christ.

TOWN BOARDS ORGANIZE 


In a Town meeting marked more than 
usual by disorder and acrimonious discussion 
—not to [mention vociferous refusal to 
discuss at all— Andover voters dis 
of the twenty articles in the Town warrant 
on Monday afternoon within a three-hour 
period. 

Having listened patiently to the reading 
of the proposed zoning law, a proceeding 
which occupied twenty-five minutes, a 
strong and Lat tae organized Mt tor 
led by Thomas Clark of Shawsheen Village, 
moved that the article be indefinitely post- 
Poa the vote being carried 243 to 185. 
leas made by John F. O'Connell, Joseph 
L, Burns, C, Carleton Kimball, Alfred L. 
Ripley, and Frank McBride to at least give 
an opportunity for discussion, fell on deaf 
ears. Its opponents didn’t even want to 
hear it mentioned. 

Article 14 was the climax of the meeting, 
articles preceding and following it, even those 
entailing large appropriations passing with 
scarcely a murmur of dissent. Salaries of 
Town clerk and Town treasurer and of 
other Town employees including policemen, 
firemen, sealer of weights and measures, 
tree warden and moth superintendent, in- 
spector of plumbing, milk inspector, libra- 
rians, superintendent of Spring Grove ceme- 
tery, teachers, and superintendent of the 
Board of Public Works were raised according 
to the recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee; $9,000 was appropriated to re- 
arrange the offices at the Town house; 
$5,000 for improvement of the River road; 
$1,400 for bleachers at the Playstead (the 
$4,100 for a fence not being approved); 
$2,500 to grade the school grounds; $11,000 
for extension of the water mains on Lowell 
street and Stinson street; $3,500 to enlarge 
the water main on Washington avenue and 
$13,000 for a new combination hose, chemical, 
and pump, 

The article asking for an appropriation 
of $1,000 to employ an archietect to examine 
the school lot on Bartlet street and make 
preliminary plans for a school building or an 
addition to a building thereon was with- 
drawn by the petitioner, Mrs. Horace H.

THE MEETING 

The meeting was called to order at 1.35 
p.m., with Moderator Alfred E. Stearns, 
Preene. The results of the election on 

onday, March 5, with figures revised by 
Saturday’s recount, were read by the moder- 
ator. 

Moderator: Since our last gathering, death 
has taken from us the services of one of our 
most faithful citizens, Charles Bowman, who 
has served us in many capacities and recently 
as Selectman, and I would suggest that we 
stand for one brief moment to express our 
tribute to the memory of Mr. Bowman. 

(Everybody stands.) 

And may I also remind you that we have 
lost in the same way one who has been 
familiar enough to us all, and although many 
of us who heard him have not agreed wit 
him we have followed him with keen interest, 
and his loyalty to town affairs, no one has 
ever been willing to question or dispute. 
Will you rise once more as we pay our silent 
tribute to the memory of Thomas Rhodes. 

(Everybody stands.) 

May I ask that only the qualified voters 
take part in the discussions and the voting 
today, and that personalities be avoided as 
much as possible. I do not like to call any- 
body down for getting a little exuberant, and 
I shall welcome every bit of discussion pro or 
con, but I do feel that perhaps I have been a 
little lax in the past in allowing too much in 
the way of personalities. This is no place for 
personalities. We are here as citizens for one 
purpos only, to get the town’s business done 
in the most proper and decent way that we 
can, and that can never be accomplished by 
indulging in unjust and overloaded person- 
alities. So let us restrain ourselves along 
that line, and I think we will leave here in a 
happier frame of mind and get our business 
done in a more satisfactory way.

If 
you are going to stand for that, why not 
spend it where you will get some benefit? I 
am not talking (ve the boys that come up and 
talk up the votes on elections, but for the 
taxpayers that are paying for this. Give 
them a break. They are paying part of their 
taxes towards the expenses that you are 
building up higher and higher all the time, 
and they very seldom ask for anything. I 
sincerely hope that you people will give 
Ballardvale just a few cents, where you are 
willing to give other districts a few thousnad, 

Ella G. Hansen: What is Ballardvale going 
to do when there is a fire? Don't we need 
that protection for the taxpayers? I ama 
taxpayer in that vicinity. 

John Traynor: It seems to me that the 
people are very much uninformed about this 
thing. The Ballardvale team has done 
wonderful work, but they want to get rid of 
it. I don’t know the reason, I think that 
the amendment ought to prevail and not 
allow this thing to be pulled over your eyes 
There is no such thing as Ballardvale, it is 
a part of our town and it belongs to us.

The superintendent of our town 
can't do it right.

Mr. O'Connell: I would like to know what 
is the necessity for a fence around the public 
playground, costing almost the entire amount 
represented in this appropriation. If it was 
a stadium that was built for a university or 
for a high school and for the sole use of the 
high school, provided we could afford it, it 
might be well, but if it is a public playstead, 
who are we keeping out? The public, or the 
boys who would like to use the grounds? 
Can the Board of Public Works tell us what 
great harm there would be if we did not build 
this fence? By building a fence does it mean 
that it is easier to collect admissions for the 
two or three big games played by the high 
school? If it is a public playground why 
have a fence, because it is nearly a mile ora 
half a mile at least around it? Why not a 
simple hedge to keep out the ordinary tres- 
passer? 

Mr. Boutwell: The reason a fence was sug- 
gested is that there are already a number of 
people who have made paths through this 

rk and it is only a short time before it will 

marred seriously by those people con- 
stantly walking across it. It would be a 
great advantage to have it enclosed, not to 
keep anybody out, but to keep it more under 
control. 

Mr. Traynor: I hope this motion will pass 
and the Board of Public Works will forget 
the fence. Fence out yourselves out of your 
own homes! Why do they want a fence,to be 
around their own home? Give the children a 
better playground. I hope if it passes, the 
Board of Public Works will not build us a 
fence. I would like to have them take it out. 

Mr. O'Connell: I don’t admit that the 
reason given by Mr. Boutwell of people 
crossing the parkway and making a path is 
sufficient reason for spending $4100.00 The 
tendency still is downward in community ap- 
propriations. The money to run this town 
comes not from the rich, it comes always 
from the poor. If there is a dollar increase in 
taxation it comes from the holder of small 
property, in more acute degree than from 
those with large property interests, as they 
pass it along. During the past year or two 
there have been substantial reductions in 
pay for the workmen. This $4100.00 repre- 
sents a substantial increase to the taxpayer. 
To bring it definitely before the community 
I move an amendment that the appropria- 
tion be $1400.00 to erect bleachers and let us 
try it without the fence for at least a year.

Mr. O'Connell: I do not know whether I 
am opposed to this or not, but I think it is one 
of the most unfortunate things in the town 
meeting that we too often vote without a full 
analysis or appreciation of the subject before 
us. What does this mean? It means an ex- 
tension of the water system for a distance 
equivalent to that from Campion’s store to 
the top of the hill, for our present purposes 
the exact distance of the pavement on Main 
Street. To accommodate who? Five fami- 
lies they say, but specifically one man or one 
man and his son, engaged in a most prosper- 
ous business, that of market roadside ashe 
ing. He has been to see me and I told him 
that I could not speak in favor of it because 
I felt that the expenditure is not justified 
particularly this year. Part of the so-called 
reasons of the Board of Public Works is that 
each year they will do a little extension, but 
if they are going to extend it, let it be along 
the lines of population so that we will get a 
return. Those people are not without water, 
The man particularly concerned has five 
wells upon his place. Those people in the 
outlying districts have an extremely low tax- 
rate and also the advantages of hibernating 
with the birds and beasts and other things on 
he outskirts. They are asking Mr, Greeley, 
Mr. Lindsay and Mr, Basso, their competi- 
tors on Main Street who are selling the same 
products with a delivery system and a charge 
system (sometimes they get their money and 
sometimes not), to help out this man‘up here 
who has a tremendous roadside business with 
no overhead whatever, I contend this is an 
injustice and the people of the community 
should not stand for it. 

Mr. Traynor: Is that any reason why we 
should deprive him of water? Every man 
knows wells go dry and besides they are not 
the safest place to get water from. See how 
much water goes off from Haggett’s pond 
through Fish brook. That is one thing 
where we have made a sad mistake if we don’t 
give the water to the people who want it. 
There is nothing so healthful as the water in 
Haggett’s pond, and these people ought not 
to have to drink out of those contemptible 
wells. 

Herbert Lewis: I was entirely in accord 
with the gentleman in front of me in this 
meeting until this motion, where I think he is 
alittle in the dark. If he thinks that business 
is so lucrative he should go and try it himself. 
The fact that the man has five wells proves 
that he needs the water, In the case of a fire 
in West Andover look at the amount of

Mr. Traynor: Take it out! Take it out! 


Voted: To strike the article from the 
Warrant. 
Article 12, — To see if the Town will appropriate 


the sum of $13000,00 to purchase a combination 
hose, chemical and pump for use in the Fire De- 
partment on petition of the Board of Selectmen. 

Mr. Traynor: I would like to know if there 
is any good reason why we should have that 
pump. They have spent all kinds of money 
and have had mechaates on it with the 
greatest machines that were ever made be- 
tween the skies above and the earth below. 
I would like to know if they are going to in- 
crease the apparatus at the town hall and 
leave the new piece with the old piece. 

Mr. Hardy: This was put in by the Board 
of Selectmen and I feel that I should answer 
Mr. Traynor’s question. The Board stands 
in the same position as last year when we 
recommended the purchase of this apparatus. 
The valuation has increased one hundred per 
cent since the old apparatus was purchased. 
From the standpoint of property alone even 
though the apparatus is in good condition, I 
believe that we should have another piece. 
The old chemical that is there at the present 
time, will be taken and put down in Ballard- 
vale for the future protection of that section. 
(Laughter). The chemical is in perfect con- 
dition but if we get a new apparatus I think 
you should feel that it should be kept here 
and not taken to Ballardvale. I think Bal- 
lardvale will be amply protected and the 
two pumps here will be for Ballardvale as 
much as for Andover. The old pump is 
fourteen years old and you know an auto- 
mobile does not grow any better as the years 
go by. During the year 1927 it broke down 
on April 20, twice on February 6, November 
6, February 9, and March 28. We all feel 
that the apparatus is in perfect condition and 
may go for another year without breaking 
down, but we do feel that for the protection 
of our property we should have this apparatus 
and I trust you will vote for the appropria- 
ion.

The green represents here on the map what 


you have marked by the diagonal lines run- 
ning nearly north and south. Main Street 


is practically on the line of north and south. 
Starting with the green you have the re- 


stricted area at Ballardvale road and on the 
other side Wildwood road, and the east side 
of Main Street from Highland Road to the 


town line of North Andover and as far as 
Haverhill Street in Shawsheen Village. 
The green represents the restricted building 
The blue area is 
the property line of the educational institu- 
tions of the town and for convenience will be 
treated as a separate zone, The brown color 
on the west side of the railroad, which is this 
dotted line here, represents the industrial 
district, naturally ipsa the railroad and 
river, as that already is the manufacturing 
district. The all white is unrestricted area 
for building homes, farms and the necessary 
buildings connected with any of them, with- 
out restriction beyond the present building 
law. Pink represents the business or retail 
business area, beginning at the south on Main 
street at Punchard avenue and continuing on 
down to the river at the bridge to Shawsheen. 
It is available for such purposes in the future, 
Nobody is prevented from living there nor is 
there any removal of what is there; it is 
simply looking to the future for what may be 
wanted. In the center of the town, provision 
is made by starting at Chrestnut street, 
running back to Bartlet street, at Park street 
running back to Whittier street, and at Elm 
stre:t running back to Maple avenue. In 
other words, in any towa the central portion 
is where you want and will have your shops 
and stores. Provision is made here for any 
growth that will take place in the next 
twenty-five or possibly fifty years. The 
green is on the west side of Main street, also 
running up to and including the Country 
Club. Beacon Street is the limit out that 
way. Those little red spots are placed to 
show gasoline stations in various sections. 
Carter’s Corner is the nearest one south which 
seemed desirable for these gasoline stations 
and there are enough of them scattered about 
so that whatever breaks down will have no 
difficulty in getting plenty of gasoline. ‘This 
will relieve the town of holding special hear- 
ings and getting everybody worked up about 
it and making people feel bad because they 
cannot get what Sed want. With this in 
operation they will know whether they can 
get it or not in advance, and there will be no 
need of worrying about it because they 
won't ask for it if they know they cannot get 
it. In the center, the restricted areas for 
homes and buildings are arranged as they 


are down in Shawsheen which is admirable, 
and in that section also the industries are by 
the railroad. In Ballardvale we have the 
industrial area in brown, with the retail area 
at the center and the part in green repre- 
senting the protected building area. I am 
sorry to bore you so long, but I understand 
it is necessary to read every part of any such 
by-law that the town may pass, and although 
I don’t want to do it it seems necessary. 

(Reads by-laws with explanations etc.) 

I wish to thank my fellow townsmen for the 
really superb endurance which you have 
shown. I could even hear myself speaking, 
you were so quiet. 

Mr. Traynor: I would like to have that 
committee get a vote of thanks and also tell 
the people not to worry much about the 
planning board because we have a board of 
appeal on this, and also your own common 
sense, 

Thomas Clark: I don’t think this should 
be put to town meeting. It should be settled 
by the taxpayers. I pay a large tax and they 
ask me after reading that to vote. Where I 
am, in my territory, there are enough regula- 
tions now. I have to get a permit or build 
and comply with sanitary laws and it begins 
to look as if we haven’t even got a constitu- 
tional right left here in Massachusetts. It 
is not right that we should be asked to pass 
on this here; it should be put to the property 
owners of this town and literature alton id be 
sent to every property owner so that he can 
vote intelligently about his own property. 
We should have a constitutional right to 
govern that property. I have to get a permit 
if I want to put in a wall between a two- 
family flat, and these wise heads come up 
here and want to make it worse now. In the 
United States every man should be allowed 
to use his own property as he sees fit provided 
he does not interfere with the rights of 
others, We are enslaving ourselves if we go 
into this thing. Where is our Constitution? 
I make a motion this be placed on file and set 
aside. 

(Applause) 

Mr. Traynor: With the greatest of pleasure 
I rise to second that. I do love liberty, and 
these educated men love liberty too. They 
think they are just a little above us because 
they can take this map and explain it to you 
and talk about a beautiful town. I am glad 
Mr. Clark made that motion, and I second it. 

Moderator: There can be no debate if you 
vote to indefinitely postpone the article. In 
that case you are through with it. You must 
bear in mind that this committee was ap- 
pointed by the town and you cannot get a 
report like that without an enormous amount 
of work. Indefinite postponement means 
that we are all through with discussion with 
no further chance for debate. 

(A standing vote was taken showing 243 in 
favor e and 185 against indefinite postpone- 
ment, 

Mr. O'Connell: I am going to ask the 
meeting for unanimous consent to reconsider 
this article in order to bring out specifically 
what the position is in regard to this article. 

Joseph L. Burns: In rising to second that 
unanimous consent motion, I feel that there 
is a tendency towards confusion in a great 
many minds, for fear that some rights are 
taken away. It does seem that we ought to 
reconsider our action on this question as to 
whether this zoning law should be adopted. 
In a city like Boston and in a great many 
towns they are looking ahead to the beauty 
of their town and they have adopted these 
zoning laws. It will be a great mistake if in 
four or five minutes we turn this thing down. 
The men on this planning board are practical- 
ly all property-owners and I myself am a 
property-owner. I would not stand for any 
rights of mine being abrogated or restricted 
or taken away, and I feel, in view of some of 
the arguments against this, that it is not 
properly understood. ‘There are no rights 
taken away from anybody at the present 
time. Nor can their existing rights be 
changed. No man who has a home can in 
any way be deprived of the right to use that 
home. If you listened carefully to the read- 
ing of the by-law you learned that it exempted 
any existing property rights and no man’s 
rights are taken away from him. ‘This by- 
law simply looks to the future and it is a 

»rotection for you and a protection for me. 
tt is a protection for the citizens of this town 
if this zoning law can be adopted. Nobody 
is going to be hurt by it and in years to come 
you will be mighty thankful that you have 
adopted this zoning law. Some of the best 
minds of the community are behind this 
thing. I have no interest one way or the 
other except for the future development of the 
town of Andover along the right lines. The 
business men on the Main street are favor- 
able to this zoning law and some of our 
wealthiest taxpayers are in favor of it. Do 


you suppose for a minute that if their rights 
were involved in any way or any rights taken 
away from them and their property were 
affected for the worse, they would vote in 
favor of this zoning law. I feel very keenly 
that this zoning law should be adopted by 
the town of Andover. You have had a com- 
mittee who has ‘given it the greatest study. 
The best minds in the Legislature are in 
favor of such a law and they have a statute 
now which gives the town the right to adopt 
zoning laws. It will help to beautify your 
town and help to beautify your own particu- 
lar piece of property, If some man comes 
along and wants to put a slaughter house 
next door to you you can’t stop him if you 
turn this thing down, 


(Cries of “Yes, you can’!’) 

Mr. Traynor: You have no legal right to 
talk on this question. 

(Cries of “Out of order!’’) 


Joseph L. Burns: I am not debating the 
merits of this thing. You have voted to in- 
definitely postpone, but you will later regret 
it. I would hate to see any action of this 
town turning this thing down once for all by 
reason of a parliamentary issue by indef. 
nitely postponing it. Let us see if we really 
want it. You have an opportunity to discuss 
it when the real question comes before the 
house. 

Mr. Traynor: This was indefinitely post- 
poned, but he has been referring to it all the 
time. 

Joseph L. Burns: You gentlemen whoare not 
in favor will have plenty of time to discuss it, 
but you should not have it turned down on 
the trick of parliamentary procedure. I 
want the merits discussed afterwards. You 
will have your opportunity and then let the 
thing be put to a vote in proper order. 

Mr. Traynor: You voted on this planning 
system. You heard my friend talking about 
tricks, Maybe we aren’t intelligent enough 
to know that we are selling out our rights. 
You are just pulling your chestnuts out of 
the fire in trying to reconsider this motion. 
My friend Burns talks about a slaughter 
house when he knows he is wrong because 
the board of health would protect him. They 
talk about the wealthy men upon this com- 
mittee. True, the wealthy, can take care of 
themselves any day. The poor man has got 
to take care of himself too. I hope you men 
of Andover will keep right up and let no 
man play you a trick even though he do be a 

er, 

s. Clark: Our friend the lawyer knows 
how to do it. These wise heads putting this 
over, get their heads together to see how they 
can defeat the rank and file. If these proper- 
ty-owners could say how they feel individual- 
ly you would see how they would vote on the 
question. A few of them are bright enough 
to know you are putting the yoke around 
our necks. We are through with this and we 
should take up Article 15. 

Mr. O'Connell: A motion for the recon- 
sideration of any article is usually made only 
in an extreme case, in order usually to as- 
certain if the real sentiment of the communi- 
ty has been expressed in the vote. The re- 
uest is usually granted. I don’t know in 
the entire history of my knowledge of this 
Town that the courtesy of reconsideration 
has been refused. It has been granted many 
times. If you don't allow reconsideration, 
the small minority whose voices are roaring 
on this proposition, do not dare reconsider 
because you haven't the facts to prove that 
this is an unworthy cause. 

C. Carleton Kimball: I appeal to the sense 
of fairness of this meeting. We elect a board 
at one town meeting and ask them to prepare 
a plan for the town throughout the year to 
which they must give study, and they come 
before the meeting with a plan which they 
ask you to consider and you say, ‘We won't 
hear a word of it.’’ In other words you tell 
them to do the job and when they have done 
it you won't give them a chance. In fairness 
to your own board and to your proper sense 
of conducting the business of Andover, I 
plead to have the town's planning board 
given a chance to present their case. 

Mr. Traynor: On the day that Dr. Abbott 
slid this thing through the meeting there 
was no thought of the rank and file of people, 
but they have now wakened. The reason 
this contemptible thing is before us is that 
they cannot play fair. They always cry 
baby when they get licked. 

Moderator: The Moderator is not re- 
sponsible for the appointment of this com- 
mittee although it has been so stated. The 
committee was elected by the town and Dr. 
Abbott received full approval and authority 
from the State House to handle it in that 
way with the understanding that a member 
should be added which'was afterwards done 
by the usual process of election. So far as 
the town officers can discover the election 
was perfectly legal and I resent the implica- 
tion it was slipped over. 

F. Homer Foster: I think I can represent 
one of the property holders, Anybody who 
goes to Pomp's pond will know I am a prop- 
erty holder. When I first heard about this 
zoning proposition I was a bit startled for a 
minute and I was wondering if I could prop, 
erly peddle my wares, but when I thought 
about it I immediately felt that instead of 
being restricted I was protected and that if I 
lived in any other part of the town and any- 
body wanted to put a fence in front of my 
front door they could do it, whereas under 
this plan they could not do it and I could not 
do it either. So I feel that it protects instead 
of restricts. 

Frank McBride: I am a property owner 
and pay considerable taxes, I feel that it 
would take a highly educated body of men to 
develop such a scheme and in fairness they 
should be given a hearing. I would vote 
against the acceptance of this plan, but I 
think it is an insult to the intelligence of 
these men who put in a year working on that 
scheme if they are not given a hearing, and 
are denied the right of free speech on a sub- 
ject that they have given so much thought to. 
You can class me in the rank and file and also 
as a property owner, and while I am not vot- 
ing for the acceptance of this plan I feel that 
you should give to this committee a chance of 
a hearing even though you vote it down, 

Dana W. Clark: It looks to me as if those 
that apparently defeated the motion are ve 
much for it. If they want to turn down this 
plan they can do it after the thing has been 
discussed. Those that are not willing to give 
a fair discussion to the case are certainly 
very poor sports. 

Thomas Clark: The property owners can 
easily afford to put their cards on the table, 
Why not let us have a discussion pro and 
con? 

Matthew Burns: I can tell you of cases 
where property values have dropped thirty 
per cent since that planning board went into 
operation. I may be on the wrong side or I 
may be on the right side, but when I get 
an idea fixed in my head, and I know it is 
honest, I go through with it. We are casting 
suspicion on men who are above suspicion, 
They are honest and I believe in them. Why 
should they come up here and deliberately, 
after a year's study, try to propose anything 
that would be detrimental to any man own- 
ing land in Andover? They would not dare 
do anything like that. They have got to live 
with us and stay with us. You know as well 
as I do that they are here for your protection 
and benefit. Some of these men I have never 
spoken to but once in my life, but I believe in 
them because men of their calibre have got 
to do what is right. You men and women 
here that own property, you think this over, 
If you believe in good government and hay- 
ing a good class of people in your town, give 
this planning board a chance, 

Robert Deyermond: That is all bologny 
and it comes too late. All this talk about 
property owner's rights--why you have 
raised all the town officials’ salary which I 
understood was going to be opposed. It was 
a trick putting it down on the regular salary 
list when it had not come up under the 
amendment on the town warrant. This 
comes altogether too late, the damage is 
done. Where can any man go and install a 
gasoline station? They have been trying to 
get a station on the hill. Has the planning 
board prevented that man from starting? 
It is all bologny they are telling you, 

William Caldwell: | have lived in five or 
six towns and paid taxes, and I always liked 
restrictions. This is a good town; the trouble 
is here, it has a poor center and things are 


i laid out. I think you need this to 
elp it out and I think we ought to do this 
thing right. People ought to to other 
towns now and then and get different ideas, 


Mr. Traynor: ahi tie i seems to want 
to tell you how hard they have worked, but 
we are paying for that plan. They talk 
about the dear committee's work, but have 
ee noticed at all times that when anything 
7's to the dear committee, they cry 
baby? My friend John F. O'Connell and 
that dear committee —I hope you won't 
take any stock in it. 


Alfred L, Ripley; I want to say one word 
on what I conceive to be the foundation of 
the zoning plan, for we are all askew on that. 
Some of our most brilliant orators have laid 
stress on the need of keeping liberty and 
rights, but we must exercise our liberty and 
use our rights so as not to interfere with 
those of others. A zoning plan is simply and 
solely an attempt to define by common agree- 
ment what are the rights of other people. In 
other words we attempt to say by this plan 
that people occupying property in a certain 
district may have certain rights as to them- 
selves, and must conform to certain rights 
due to other people. If we don’t do some- 
thing of this kind, what is left? The only 
thing is that our particular quarrel has got to 
come for settlement either between the 
people, before the Selectmen, or in the 
courts. It is a great pity that having started 
in the right direction with the zoning plan, 
you are turning it down. It is not taking 
away liberties or rights, but it is simply a 
question of defining for the future times how 
we may best exercise our rights and pie 
our liberties for the benefit of the whole 
community. 

Judge Frederic N. Chandler: It is ridicu- 
lous that this zoning scheme that has been 
propounded only three or four days prior to 
the town meeting should be accepted on any 
such short notice. I am unalterably opposed 
to it. It does not give me the liberty that 
Mr. Ripley says it will. It does not protect 
my property although it puts me in a re- 
stricted area. You have run a railroad in 
front of my house and all the traffic goes over 
Main street so that Main street cannot be 
kept as a residential area in the way our 
planning board wants it. People won't use 
it for that. What am I to do with my 

roperty? I cannot sell it for anything else 
put a residential section and ple don’t 
want to live there. You will have just as 
much litigation over this plan as you will 
have if you don’t adopt it. You have still 
got all the by-laws and you still have to have 
the anomalous situation of a two-thirds vote 
to repeal that which a majority of the board 
auld pass. The same board that granted 
the rights, the planning board, would also 
have the right to take them away. You will 
find that the only place on the plan where an 
educational section is provided for is around 
the buildings of Phillips academy and Abbot 
Academy. (Applause) There is not any 
other educational section for you people 
provided for in that plan. It makes two 
classes of residents. 

Mr. McBride: I rise to point of order. 

Moderator: I will allow free discussion. 

Judge Chandler (continuing): The re- 
stricted business section and general all run 
together on that plan. It seems to me that 
the least that can be done with this motion 
this afternoon, if you think that you are 
treating the planning board discourteously, 
is to refer it to the next town meeting when 
you will have ample opportunity to hear all 
about it and come intelligently informed and 
ready to vote. I doubt if you or anybody is 
entitled to vote on this this afternoon and I 
hope it is postponed until a later date. 

Raves Turner: It is impossible for me to 
keep seated. My property is listed as com- 
ing within the restricted residential area, I 
have made plans that will run over a series of 
years and I feel reasonably sure that the next 
few years I am going to want to do something 
that I wouldn't be able to do under this plan, 
IT am perfectly satisfied that the zoning board 
should not allow me to do these things be- 
cause if I am going to do something detri- 
mental to the community I don’t want to do 
it. I also want to be protected from the 
newcomers in the same manner. Of course 
this town is old, and much of the property is 
going to stay in the same hands, but it is 
eventually and continually changing just the 
same. If people own property in a_nice 
residential section they don’t know who is 
coming in to purchase, and in a town with 
the sentiment and the wealthy people that 
are here, it would seem high time to have a 
board that can say whether or not somebody 
shall come into the town and do this or that. 
I personally would like to see this go through. 

Dana W. Clark: If we can reconsider this 
and learn what the planning board has to 
tell us, without shutting them off point- 
blank, I believe we should. I rise to the 
question before the house. 

Mr. Traynor: I don't see why we should 
turn this meeting back, because there is 
nobody coming into the town to hurt ay 
friend on the left. The newcomers have all 
made good citizens. They won't hurt you. 
For the sake of Andover, don’t go back and 
reconsider, Never mind for my sake, or for 
the sake of this man or that man, Never 
mind me, I will stand up and take my licking 
and not be crying baby. They ought to take 
theirs. 

(Vote taken on motion to reconsider; far 
from unanimous.)

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Democracy ‘‘Under the Influence” 
The annual town meeting last Mon- 
day was one of surprises, more than one 
of which left a bad taste in the mouths 
of many citizens. There are ugly 
whisperings about town, and consider- 
able resentment. The unexpected hap- 
pened in several cases. Some articles 
were approved without a murmur when 
a battle might have been expected, the 
Zoning plan received a thrust in the 
back, town officials got their increases 
in salary without a word of protest, and 
the much debated school question was 
removed from the agenda of the day. 

With the question of the Junior High 
School quickly and painlessly set aside, 
it remained for the Zoning Ordinance to 
prove the “piece de resistance’ of the 
meeting. Of the three hours given over 
to the discussion of the town’s affairs, 
an hour and twelve minutes were taken 
up by Article 14. Not that this was the 
intention of those present; on the con- 
trary, the majority of the voters in the 
‘Town hall Monday afternoon did every- 
thing in their power to smother the 
whole matter. 

The motives which prompted this 
stubborn group of conscientious objec- 
tors are not easy to understand. Per- 
haps they felt that this whole proposi- 
tion was too complicated for them, and 
not being confident that it would bring 
them unmixed benefit, they did not 
choose to run the risk of fostering any 
entangling alliances with so intricate 


far more important than that which 
would have been received by any other 
districts. 

After the town had authorized a 
committee to compile a report and had 
appropriated money therefor, it was 
disrespectful to the members of the 
committee and unfair to the rest of the 
citizens not to permit a full and free 
discussion. Even those who were most 
rabid against this plan should have been 
sportsmanlike enough to give the op- 
position a chance to present its argu- 
ment. It is astonishing, in a town as 
jealous of its high character as An- 
dover, to find so narrow-minded and 
unreasonable a block. They had noth- 
ing to lose by listening further to the 
arguments on the question, and their 


firm prejudices were distinctly un- 
worthy of supposedly open-minded 
citizens. Perhaps seldom before in the 


history of this town has a question of 
major importance been so stubbornly 
forced out from the discussions for which 
town meetings exist. This act will 
probably remain for many years to 
come a black stain on the record of An- 
dover’s self government. Insofar as the 
question was discussed at all, it seems to 
have been done in a way which is not 
strictly according to Hoyle. 

It is interesting to note, however, that 
it looks very much as if the Interim 
Ordinance would still be effective be- 
cause the zoning plan was neither ac- 
cepted nor was it voted down. It was 
merely indefinitely postponed and the 


a scheme. If this be an explanation of 
their attitude the fault must lie largely 
with the Committee which prepared the 
plans and who failed to bring its mes- 
sage home to the voters in the most 
effective way. While it is true that a 
public hearing was held several weeks 
prior to the meeting, they should have 
realized that only a small percentage of 
the voters would attend such a hearing. 
An extensive educational campaign was 
apparently necessary and should have 
been carried on several months in ad- 
vance, through the mails and news- 
papers, in order to present their case 
adequately. The large map in last 
Friday’s Townsman was very illuminat- 
ing but it probably came to the atten- 
tion of the average citizen too late for 
the purpose of the sponsoring com- 
mittee. 

Another probable reason why a large 
group of our citizens refused to “listen 
to reason” is that many of them felt 
that they had little to gain from such a 
By-Law, while a few doubtless felt that 
they had considerable to lose. It is easy 
enough to understand why a man of 
means who is comfortably situated in 
the proposed restricted area, should be 
heartily in favor of such a By-Law. He 
gets protection from undesirables which 
become prohibited in his neighborhood, 
and his surroundings are sure to remain 
attractive and exclusive. People of 
more moderate means live in the general 
residential section and they accordingly 
get a certain amount of protection. 

However, those citizens who seem- 
ingly took the most decided stand 
against the zoning law are those who are 
forced to live in the industrial districts, 


and the Townsman cannot help feeling 
that these people are entirely misin- 
formed in their feeling of indignation 
towards this measure. They are really 
the ones who would gain the most 
through it. At present they are living 
under conditions which are not bad, 


Interim Ordinance was passed until 
such time as the Planning Board article 
should be either definitely accepted or 
definitely voted down. If this Interim 
Ordinance is still effective it would seem 
very probable that no mistakes could be 
made in the near future and we hope 
that the Planning Board will do all they 
can before next town meeting to educate 
the people in every detail so that they 
will be truly informed as to the merits of 
their plan, and a sober, intelligent dis- 
cussion of this project may be hoped for 
at the next town meeting. 

As if this were not enough, the town 
added insult to injury by adopting 
without any discussion, provisions re- 
lating to a Board of Survey which give 
it restrictions similar to those refused 
under a different name a few minutes 
before. This is about as senseless a 
procedure as could possibly be expected 
to occur in a school for feeble-minded. 
If this is democracy we are sorry for the 
millions who lost their lives in its sup- 
posed defense in the past. 

If citizens of Andover feel thwarted 
regarding ‘he Zoning Ordinance, they 
may justly feel outraged toward the 
matter of salary increase for town 
officials. The way this increase was put 
over was one of the slickest maneuvers 
that has taken place in our annual 
meeting for years. This is not to say or 
even imply that it was not done in a 
strictly legal way. From a moral point 
of view, however, the actions of those 
responsible can hardly be said to be 
straightforward and above board. The 
justification for these remarks lies in the 
fact that a large majority of the citizens 
present were entirely in the dark about 
the increases they were approving.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 
Dear Sir: 
I suggest that the reason for the unex- 
pected and somewhat belligerent attitude 
of those opposed to the town planning report 
was simply a manifestation of mass resent- 
ment against an entirely different matter; 
namely, the salary increases. It is my belief 
that the majority of those present expected 
that there would be some discuseions of the 
salary question and as several appropriations 
containing these increases passed without 
comment the suppressed protest just hap- 
pened to burst forth on the planning board 
item. There is no other logical explanation, 
as no reasons against the planning board 
were presented, but what could be punctured 
in two minutes of simple rebuttal. That 
there may be minor imperfections in the plan 
is quite likely, and personally I feel that not 
the slightest harm has been done in holding 
the matter over for another year — when it 
will pass. 
I believe that there is substantial ground 
for protest in the matter of the salary in- 
creases, not because of the mere fact that 
there were raises, but on account of the way 
the increases were promulgated. Tech- 
nically, I believe, perfectly legal procedure 
was followed, but this is not justified when 
thereis also public bewilderment. When I heard 
several weeks ago that the salary investiga- 
tion committee had reported I expected that 
it would be presented upon the floor at 
Town meeting, but inquiry proved that my 
memory — like most others — was faulty 
and that the report was simply being made 
to the Finance Committee. They in turn 
approved the increases and the various 
boards worked them into widely separated 
appropriations. 

he only way in which discussion could be 
brought about was to question each general 
item and ask how much of the increase was 
due to salary increases. A motion could 
then be made to reduce the appropriation 
equivalent to the salary increase. Even 
then a board could grant the increase by 
taking the money from some other item, 
but the chances are that they would conform 
to public vote on the matter. 
I believe that there is deep resentment 
among wage-earners because of these in- 
creases and it seems regrettable that these 
persistent and swelling murmurs were not 
given vent on the floor at Town meeting. 
Some of us might agree that some, or all of 
these advances to town employees are 
worthy, but when one realizes that the town 
treasurer’s increase amounts to as much as 
many worthy heads of families earned in 
1927, there seems some Justification for this 
resentful feeling. 
Of course there is yet time to review the 
salary list by calling upon the boards con- 
cerned to hold public hearings before any 
increases are actually paid.

Mr. Traynor’'s Town meeting was a 
startling revelation to those who can recall 
the days of sensible discussion and common 
fairness among fellow-citizens.

To 
resort to the device of “indefinite postpone- 
ment” against a duly authorized and _ re- 
quested plan, before reasonable discussion, 
is certainly contrary to all democratic ideas 
of fair treatment and common decency. In 
the interests of future committees of the 
town, we must recognize that a report on 
which any committee has been requested 
by the Town meeting to spend thought and 
time is not quite the same as some other pro- 
posals of a warrant. If it is worth ordering, 
it is worth time for discussion. We are 
fast getting to a position where lack of 
thought and deliberation predominates. 
The decent procedure would have been 
to allow free discussion for and against the 
plan proposed, and then, if the majority 
so decided, to refer it back to the Planning 
Board for further consideration, or to vote 
squarely against it. 
It is idle to say that citizens were unable 
to learn about the plan before the Town 
meeting. A Public Hearing was duly adver- 
tised in the Lawrence and Andover papers 
and was held in the lower Town hall. The

of the West and the courage and enthusiasm 
of the young people in accepting and making 
the most of the opportunities as offered at 
Intermountain Institute. 

He was much amused at the pampered 
children of New England who are transported 
by bus to schools sometimes within a mile 
of their homes. In Idaho a student often 
walks a hundred miles to enroll himself at 
Intermountain Institute and who possesses 
an automobile and is connected with the 
school by a good gravel road makes nothing 
of eight hours of driving to secure six hours 
of schooling. Many of the students average 
fourteen miles a day of walking. He cited 
instances of girls wis have overcome great 
obstacles in obtaining an education and have 
risen to positions of importance in otherstates, 
Dr. Gordon has said that Intermountain 
Institute is an essential not only to Idaho 
but to the United States. 

The average child brings only $25 a year 
to pay for a year’s board, room and tuition.

New Electric Rate Announced 


The Lawrence Gas & Electric company 
has filed with the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Untilities a new residence rate 
which may be accepted at the pleasure of its 
customers on electricity billed after April 
1, 1928. The new rate carries an investment 
charge in place of the old monthly minimum 
charge, based on the size of the home and 
offers to supply the customer with electricity 
at 6 cents net per kilowatt hour for the 
first fifty kilowatt hours or less delivered 
each month and 4 cents per kilowatt hour 
for all current over fifty kilowatt hours 
The present net rate of the Company is 
9 cents per kilowatt hour. 

The new rate, according to the schedule 
filed with the Department of Public Utili- 
ties, is at present confined to residential 
service and is available for lighting and other 
domestic uses in private dwellings or in 
apartments. Under the new rate plan home 
customers may now have electric refrigera- 
tion and electric heating and cooking appli- 
ances without the expense of preparing for 
a power meter. 

The charges under the new optional resi- 
dence rate consist of two parts: an investment 
charge, based on the size of the customer's 
home, and an electricity charge, based upon 
the number of kilowatt hours delivered to the 
customer. Customers having a floor area 
of 1000 square feet or less will pay the in- 
vestment charge of 80 cents net per month, 
and for each additional hundred square 
feet of floor area there will be a charge of 
7 cents net per hundred square feet. The 
monthly electricity charge on the new op- 
tional rate is 6 cents net per kilowatt hour 
for the first 50 kilowatt hours or less, and 
4 cents net per kilowatt hour for all over that 
number. 

A rate of this kind is understood to be in 
use in Hartford, Waterbury, New Britain, 
Boston, Lowell and a somewhat similar rate 
in Haverhill. It is also understood that a 
large number of Massachusetts companies 
have filed, or are about to file, similar rates 
with the Department of Public Utilities. 
The type of rate is over eight years old. 

In connection with the new optional resi- 
dence rate the local company issued the 
following information: The new residential 
rate is entirely optional to the customers of 
this company for electric service furnished 
to private homes or apartments. It is 
offered frankly to encourage the greater use 
of electric lighting and electric appliances 
in the home, and is based on the accepted 
theory that the largest consumers are en- 
theory that the largest consumers are en- 
titled to a rate commensurate with the 
amount of current consumed. Many 
customers may use more electric service at 
little or no increased expense and others will 
benefit by a substantial reduction. 

In general, according to officials of the 
local company, the size of a house has a 
relation to the number of electric lamp sockets 
and receptacles. The size of an electric 
installation has a relation to the cost of 
serving it. There are, of course, exceptions 
such as large houses with limited scetete 
wiring, and small houses completely equipped. 
Rates must necessarily be based on average 
conditions. 

A form of rate where some basic charge is 
made, having as its foundation an amount 
varying with the load requirements, is in 
general use for many purposes and is 
recognized by most consumers and electric 
service companies as being a fair method. 
Such a rate is the one now being offered by 
the L. G. & E. Co. to those customers who 
wish to accept it. 

The plan, under the new residence rate, 
is to apply a flat amount depending upon the 
size of the home. This amount pays for a 
part of the investment charges. The com- 
yany is then able to supply electricity at a 
fe price per kilowatt hour and many 
customers who wish to use their electric 
service more freely and for more purposes 
may do so at a less yearly expense than 
would be possible under the present 9 cent 
rate. This, of course, applies to average 
conditions where the customer is already 
using a fair amount of electricity, 

The new rate is offered to all home cus- 
tomers who will save money by its selection, 
Any residential user of electric service may 
apply to the company for an analysis of his 
account, If the indications are that a gain 
would be made by changing to the new rate 
the company will gladly make it effective 
on bills rendered on and after April 1, 1928.

benefit the State and County more that it 
would the Town of Andover. 

“Tt follows that if 90 per cent of the 
traffic is through traffic our porportion of the 
cost, based on an eauitable distribution, 
should be approximately 10 per cent, pro- 
vided, however, the property along the im- 
proved street was not appreciated in value by 
the reconstruction. The street is not, and it 
is extermely doubtful if it ever could be made 
On the East side travel- 
ling north there is a high cliff, and on the 


west side a large manufacturing plant that 


has for some time been idle. Further down 
the hill the tracks of the Boston & Maine 
R. R., cross the street and still further north 
there is a mill and a mill village. 

“We feel, however, that we have a civic 
responsibility in regard to the matter, and 
we are willing to do what we consider to be 
our share. 

“We admit that some appreciation in 
Real Estate would result from this improve- 
ment and because of this fact we are willing 
to accept as our share 20 per cent of the cost. 
So while I do not wish to appear against this 
bill I shall be forced to do so if Andover’s 
proportion of the cost is not reduced.” 

Mr. Hardy, when asked if a petition 
hadn't been presented by him to the County 
Commissionors and the reason why it was 
withdrawn replied by giving a resume of the 
whole situation which was in substance as 
follows: 

Two or three years ago when Mr. Hardy 
attended a hearing before the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works held in Salem to ask 
for money for another purpose Commis- 
sioner Williams voluntarily asked him if he 
thought Andover would be interested in the 
reconstruction of North Main street from the 
square to Stimpson’s bridge. Mr. Hardy 
replied in the affirmative qualifying the 
statement by adding the condition that 
Andover shouldn’t be asked to pay more 
than ten per cent of the cost since hers was 
only ten per cent of the traffic using the road. 
Moreover at this time Andover was paying 
$20,000 annually on bonds for the building 
of South Main street. 

Having consulted the Finance committee 
and various business men, Mr. Rey de- 
cided that Andover might bear a larger 
proportion of the burden, not because it was 
a just distribution of the expsene but as a 
civic responsibility to those who used the 
road, and because he wished to cooperate 
with the State and County. 

Early last summer he approached repre- 
sentatives of the State, County, Boston & 
Maine R. R., and Eastern Massachusetts 
Street railway asking them to meet and view 
the bridge. No petition had been presented 
at that time. Mr. Hardy hoped that they 
might arrive at some findings concerning 
costs and method of procedure and plan to 
solve the problem in a cooperative way. 

Mr. Hardy repeatedly asked Mr. Williams 
for a statement of his attitude in the matter 
of expense and he replied that he thought 
more than one-third of the expense should be 
be borne by the Town, since the highway was 
so near the center. Mr. Hardy replied that 
the town couldn't pay it, and that if the 
Commissioner ane make the statement in 
writing the matter would necessarily have to 
be dropped. Hoping for a more favorable 
reply ABOUE the State’s willingness to partici- 
pate in the project, Mr. Hardy asked for an 
early rendering of the opinion since he wished 
to give the information to the Board of 
Public Works, which would have to make 
water connections in the fall, and to the 
Finance committee, which would have to 
bring the matter of appropriations before the 
voters. October 15 was the promised date, 
but nothing was heard either then, nor in 
November or December. 

All this time, hearings were going on. At 
one time an agreement was almost arrived, 
at except that the Boston & Maine and 
Eastern Massachusetts were looking for a 


different distribution of expense on the 
bridge. It was suggested that another 


hearing be held two weeks later, and that in 
the mean time the interested parties get to- 
gether and iron out minor difficulties. 

At the final hearing which was attended 
by Selectmen Hardy and McTernen, Superin- 
tendent Cole, Archie N. Frost and Charles 
J. Bailey of the Finance committee and 
Walter M. Lamont, it was found that the 
engineers had not conferred and no move had 
been made to further the project. Mr. 
Williams in speaking before the County 
Commissioners referred to the fact that 
Andover was the petitioner and as no general 
conclusions had ee arrived at suggested 
that the hearings be discontinued and that a 
petition be presented to the Superior Court 
asking it to apportion the expense among the 
various interested parties. 

Since Mr. Williams took this stand and 
the Superior Court could not force the State 
to pay a given amount, Mr. Hardy did not 
consider it safe to allow the petition to go 
through in regular form, lest Andover be 
assessed more than one third of the cost. 
As the original petitioner, Andover would be 
represented as the most anxious party and 
therefore be saddled with the largest portion 
of the expense. Mr. Hardy therefore with- 
drew the petition. 

If Mr. Williams had promised that the 
State would pay one third of the expense, 
the petition would never have been with- 
drawn. 

Commissioner Williams and E. G. Carleton 
counsel for the Eastern Massachusetts 
Railway spoke for the opposition,
